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Suez Canal — 








A Ponder Keg 


| N our present world chaos the dis- 
pute in the Suez Canal looms ominously. 
It, definitely, could light the fuse for 
the third world war. 

The opening of this strip of water for 
shipping was November 17, 1869. This 
date gives the Canal its astrological chart 
with a T cross in three of the cardinal 
signs—Neptune in 17 Aries, Uranus in 
22 Cancer and Venus in 10 Capricorn. 
This cardinal cross ties in with the one 
now forming in the heavens—and with 
the one in the U.S. chart. In all prob- 
abilities the combined T crosses from the 
most active signs will respond to each 
other, working together like a tuning fork 
responds when its particular note is 
struck. 

In the year 1875, Khedive of Egypt 
was suddenly forced to sell 176,602 
shares of the Canal stock. Disreali, suave 
Prime Minister of England, borrowed 
four million pounds from Rothchild— 
negotiated the deal by wire and an- 
nounced to Queen Victoria that England 
owned the controlling stock in the Suez 
Canal. Since that date, England has con- 
sidered the Canal as her property. 

This 103 miles of water that hounds 
Egypt’s east to the north is England’s 
short-cut shipping route to India; it joins 
the Mediterranean and the Red seas. It 
was and still is important to England 
now that her world trade is slipping. 
This is one of the reasons that this 
caldron in the Canal is a really danger- 
ous hot spot now and will be for three 
years, approximately, to come. 

England has been orderéd out of 
Egypt. She states she will not budge. 
The banks of theSuez Canal is now 
lined with English troops and Lt. Gen- 
eral Sir George Erskine, British comman-

der, told his troops, “We won't be starved 
out; knocked out or forced out.” 

Now here’s where we come into the 
picture. As always we will back Britain 
—so will the French. So when King 
Farouk’s government tore up the treaty 
in October, 1951, his very act, seemingly 
so far away and disconnected with us, 
now actually threatens our peace. 


Russia 

Now—more arithmetic. The plot thick- 
ens. Russia has lusted for warm-water 
ports. This is important because of her 
dreams of world expansion, And judg- 
ing from her past she will not be scrupu- 
lous as to how they are come by. On 
the Mediterranean or nearby are these’ 
ports. Russia, of course, has her mind 
on world domination but first she will 
have to slay the giant, the United States 
of America. In order to accomplish this 
she must have some excuse before the 
world for her action—to justify it. She 
will find an excuse here in this hot spot. 
With the trophy of world domination 
dangling before her greedy hands, now 
is her chance . . . and the only reason 
she will rot take it is that she knows 
that she is not well enough prepared to 
win. Russia must, sooner or later, prove 
or try to prove her superiority over us 
—she feels insecure until this is done. 
Ordinarily it is the little dog that makes 
the attack on the big dog. The bi® dog 
has no need to prove that he is a big 
dog—this he just knows. This then, is 
another reason why this bitterness in 
Suez could set the fireworks under world 
war three. 

According to the 1936 treaty and under 
the name of the Suez Canal Company, a 
private French-British corporation, the 
Suez Canal would be the property of 
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Egypt in 1969. This company was com- 
posed of ten Britons, eighteen French- 
men, one American, one Hollander and 
two Egyptians. The Prime Minister of 
Egypt stated when he tore up this treaty 
that the British forces had violated the 
treaty in four ways which he named, 
one of which was that Britain far ex- 
ceeded the ten thousand, soldiers allowed 
by the Canal for defense, therefore he 
was justified in this action. 

Now to fit this canal trouble into the 
astrological picture: With all the heavy 
planets except Pluto involved now in 
this Cardinal cross for such a long time, 
there will be plenty of times when this 
cross will be joined by the Sun or Mars 
or both, which will tend to set off the 
action. Jupiter will be in Aries, a car- 
dinal sign, until the last of April 1952. 
This puts stress on the active side of 
nearly all our heavy planets. 

Uranus, the annihilator and awakener, 
on the position of U. S. sun and from 
this point in square to U. S. Saturn, 
will dig up—and unexpectedly—the dark 
plots of communism and _ socialism 
(which are two branches of the same 


thing) that were woven when Neptune 
was direct on the U. S. Sun. It is more 
than probable that we will, through the 
working of Uranus in this position, come 
face to face with hidden facts that will, 


figuratively, take our breath ... under 
the aspect of Neptune conjunct the U. S. 
Saturn and thus square the U. S. sun 
and this aspect has been in effect from 
the fall of 1947 to about the mid-point 
of this year, 1951. Uranus is now in the 
very best position to do her spade work 
—seemingly a work of love—to uncover 
the things that Neptune has so carefully 
covered up. This uncovering could well 
take the channel of turning up those 
nations who pose as our friends, but 
who actually are not. Frauds are the 
product of Neptune; exposing them is 
the work of the unpredictable Uranus. 

Uranus, in the role of annihilator, 
nevertheless is the influence that simply 
sweeps away old conditions to make way 
for better. It governs the incoming new 
age. Its slogan is, “I know because I 
have investigated .. .” The slogan of the 
passing age governed by the tricky Nep- 
tune is, “I believe because someone told 
me so.” There is a difference,

Uranus will institute an age so mar- 
velous that it staggers the imagination 
—but first it must help the old age 
“clean house”. Nature must balance her 
books at the close of a dying age. And 
here’s where this world chaos comes in 
at the present. Uranus, the bring-it-into- 
the-sun-light influence, is going to bring 
us some unbelievable times just ahead... 
hanging around right on the position of 
the U. S. sun and the sun in this chart 
is weighty with importance. It represents 
the government. So the government is 
where Uranus will get in some good, 
if surprising work. It will be particularly 
strong for action through the year 1952 
—then will gradually move on to a 
square aspect with Neptune continuing 
the battle with that baffling influence. 

Nineteen fifty two and three will be 
packed with dynamic action, while Uran- 
us is pouring its atomic energy into 
this square from the cardinal cross. This 
is why those two years will record un- 
heard of things; and those who love 
action will see plenty of it—also those 
who don’t love it. By 1954, it looks as 
if our country will take on order. Some 
strong man will appear and take the 
lead and start ‘untangling the mess that 
has been going on for some time. By 
the last of 1954 the picture will begin to 
change, and for the better. 

Meantime Saturn leaves its birth posi- 
tion in the U. S. chart where it squares 
the U. S. sun and travels to overtake 
Neptune in Libra. It is definitely known 
that Neptune rules communism and 
socialism so when Saturn catches up with 
Neptune, it will put its cold Karmic 
chill over this fradulent influence; then, 
in all probability communism and social- 
ism will receive the death blow. Further 
in October 1952, Uranus forms a square 
aspect to Saturn which is then conjunct 
Neptune, pouring dynamic action into 
this cardinal cross. This combination of 
Uranus square both Neptune and Saturn 
will be anything but tranquil. An un- 
scrupulous combination and violent. This 
will be a real battle among these three 
powerful influences. Uranus the cyclonic, 
up against an unmovable object, Saturn. 
With Saturn conjunct Neptune, which 
governs moving pictures, the showing of 
pictures may be done away with for a

SHORT ACCOUNT 
OF THE 
AUTHOR AND HIS WRITINGS. 


Tue Author of this work, Dmacus 
Piacipus de Titus, an Italian Monk, 
was a native of Bononia, and was Math- 
ematician to Leopold William, Archduke 
of Austria. It is very much to be re- 
gretted that we are not in possession of 
sufficient data to give any very satisfac- 
tory account of this most extraordinary 
Mathematician and Philosopher. 

In the year 1647, he published that 
most elaborate Treatise known by the 
appellation of his Celestial Philosophy, 
under the title of “Questionum Physio- 
“mathematicarum Libri Tres, in quibus 
“ex nature principiis hujusqui desi- 
“deratis demonstratur Astrologia para 
“illa, que ad Metrologiam, Medicinam, 
“Navigium, & Agricultarum spectat ; cum 
“12 Exemplis in fine.” This valuable 
Work was printed in quarto, at Milan, 
and dedicated to Cardinal Fachinette. It 
is observable that the title-page of this 
curious book bears the name “Didacus 
Prittus,” although the Dedication is 
signed Placidus de Titus. In this Work,

both the Physical and Mathematical parts 
of Astrology are most clearly explained, 
and demonstrated by many curious Di- 
agrams. 

It was from this book that Mr. Part- 
ridge took all the best of the matter which 
he inserted in his Opus Reformatum and 
Defectio Geniturarum, though he very 
rarely acknowledged the obligation. 

In 1657, the present Work was printed 
at Padua, under the title of “Tabule 
“Primi Mobilis cum Thesibus ad The- 
“oricén, & Canonibus ad praxim, additis 
“in rerum demonstrationem, & suppu- 
“tationem Exemplum Triginta clarissi- 
“morum natalium Thematibus.” This 
Work was also printed in 4to, and dedi- 
cated to Leopold William Archduke of 
Austria. 


THE AUTHOR 
To the Reader. 


WITH regard to the revolutions of the 
Stars and their efficient power, no candid 
reader will deny that a genuine and true 
science may exist, though for a man to 
make a full acquirement in it, must doubt- 
less be acknowledged no very easy task; 
and the more particularly, because its 
object is by nature incorruptible ; its prop- 
erties altogether immutable; and the pas- 
sions are concluded in an uniform man- 
ner. 

We learn from the unanimous consent 
of Philosophers and Professors of The- 
ology, as well as from the Egyptians, 
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Arabians, Persians, Medes, and other 
very extensive nations, that this science 
was cultivated, in the first place, among 
all the natural sciences, by kings and the 
greatest princes, and it was also held in 
the highest honour; the truth of which 
is found in several places among their 
historical annals. Having always had an 
eager desire from my youth to attain it, 
I boldly entered upon it, and with no less 
cheerfulness of mind than hopes of ac- 
quiring it. In this pursuit I have spent 
several years, labouring much; but I was 
greatly offended at many things the pro- 
fessors had lately introduced as discov- 
eries, determining, that, unless they were 
strictly conformable to reason and ex- 
perience, and the opinions of the greatest 
doctors in physics and mathematics, to 
lay aside entirely their whole works; 
being, likewise, on the point of bidding 
adieu to all watchings; therefore, after 
uniting all the powers of my understand- 
ing, I secretly determined to investigate 
the chief causes and first principles of 
this science, which, by arguing from rea- 
sons, made pro and con; and as I found 
them every where to be probable, and 
agreeable to reason, I gladly cofmmuni- 
cated my discoveries to the professors 
and my friends; and, happily, they were 
not treated as chimerical, or thought to 
be unreasonable, but, on the contrary, 
they seemed to be greatly desired: and 
being frequently entreated to commit 
them to writing, Thave published this 
short extract, or abstract, comprehend- 
ing a very concise theory and praxis; to 
which are subjoined several examples, 
extracted from very eminent authors, by 
whom my own reasons were highly ap- 
plauded. Under the title of CELESTIAL 
PuitosopHy, I exhibited an universal 
series of disputations, which might rep- 
resent the reasons and principles as dif- 
fusedly as possible, in proportion as time 
and fortune gave me liberty: wherefore, 
having offered to the public, and given an 
explanation of every thing, some were, 
indeed, surprised at the strangeness of 
the doctrine; but none have hitherto at- 
tempted to oppose the reasons and causes 
on which’ they depend. 

Some, with their applauses, mingled no 
small degree of pleasure, by reason that 
the principles of this most noble science, 
which were formerly natural, and aptly 
Suited to reason, were now cleagly ex- 
_ plained, and made evident to the senses: 


and it is evidently certain, that they won- 
derfully agree with the true nature of 
things, and correspond with the accidental 
effects; and among the philosophical sci- 
ences, that of the stars may, and ought, 
with very good reason, claim the pre- 
eminence; but because of the difficulty 
of the calculations, which I have there 
explained very copiously, being intended 
for the learned, students are greatly dis- 
couraged, I have here given another ex- 
planation for general use, more copious 
and perspicuous, of all and each of the 
rules, together with the tables that are 
necessary, premising what related to the 
knowledge of the theory, in very shart 
theses, that those who had not gone 
through the labour attending disputations 
might comprehend, in very few words, 
the causes and principles which I have 
laid down, and from which all this con- 
struction of numbers is derived. 

Lastly: I have added, as well to facili- 
tate calculations as to confirm the truth 
of things, the examples of thirty famous 
men, which I have extracted, only from 
the most learned authors. Yet, let every 
one remember, that Nature, in her means 
and effects, conducteth herself so secretly, 
that a man’s understanding cannot trace 
her footsteps without the yreatest labour 
and industry, which the many differences 
of opinion maintained among the profes- 
sors of philosophy, who disagree among 
themselves concerning the nature of 
things, must evince: and do not her 
changes and mighty effects, in this vast 
construction of the world, appear wonder- 
ful, and altogether unsearchable ? Without 
doubt, it must be confessed that the mind 
of man is too weak to comprehend them; 
so that no one can be surprised if the 
method of calculating should be attended 
with some difficulty. The work of the 
Efficient Infinite Power and Wisdom is 
the concord and harmony of nature; but 
it is like to infinity, at least as to the 
variety of effects. 

In a work, the power and wisdom of 
the artist are ever perspicuous ; what won- 
der, then, if the understanding of man 
is utterly unable fully to comprehend the 
works of God? For who will endeavour 
to empty with a cup the waters of the 
deep, which is as a drop in a bucket com- 
pared with the Omnipotence of the Cre- 
ator? And shall we, with our confined 
powers of understanding, presume to 
comprehend, in any shape whatever, the 
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prodigious extent of the heavens, from 
an idea of the immensity of the surround- 
ing space? The utmost stretch of human 
though cannot attain the least notion of 
it! Admire the rest, which is almost in- 
finite. 

Learn, friendly Reader, by experience, 
that you may have a true enjoyment in 
the wonderful works of the Most Hicu.

PART I. 


F OR greater distinction and perspicu- 
ity, I have divided the following rules 
into four parts:— 

The first contains the calculation of 
the places of the stars, in order to know 
their places under the Primum mobile, 
in longitude and latitude, with the situa- 
tion of each of them in the world, and 
the distance from the angles and houses, 
the right and oblique ascension, the hor- 
ary times, the semi-diurnal and nocturnal 
arcs, and many things of this kind. 

The second consists of methods to 
compute the directions of the significator 
to the aspects in the Zodiac, or primum 
mobile. 

The third, the calculations of the direc- 
tions to the aspects received in the world. 

The fourth, the observations and pre- 
cepts of the progressions, ingresses, tran- 
sits, etc. 

But, because all the tables confine their 
numbers to the whole degree, both of 
latitude and longitude, as often as the 
given place is in degrees and minutes, 
either by longitude or latitude, the pro- 
portional part corresponding with those 
minutes is to be taken with the given 
place, in both beyond the degree; con- 
cerning which, in the first Cannon or 
rule, a method is explained for young 
beginners ; and also, in the Cannon of the 
use of the Sexagenary tables, and several 
of the Cannons, that it might not be 
sought; in vain whenever it happens that 
the proportional part is to be taken. It 
is, therefore, to be observed, that the 
method is always the same as in the first 
and fourteen Cannon; consequently, it 
is ever, and on all occasions, to be looked 
to and observed*. 

Cannon I. 

To take the Declination of the Planets, 
and from the Declination the Longitude, 
in the Ecliptic. 

The table of declinations contains six 


signs in the first part, and six in the 
Pall — lily ag mow Precepts relative to the 
Appendi x. 


last; those under the left columns have 
the degree of longitude descending, but 
those on the right, ascending: it is divided 
into two parts, vis. into north and south 
latitude, the degrees of which latitudes 
are seen under their denominations. It 
is likewise divided by the intermediate 
scale into north and south declination; 
that in the former place, i.e. above the 
scale, is north, and below the scale is 
the southern. If the given place, whose 
declination you want to know, has no 
latitude, seek for that under the column 
of latitude 0°, which is in the ecliptic; 
and if it be in the integral parts, as, for 
example, in Leo, 24° 0’, under the column 
of latitude 0°, over against Leo, 24°, 
you will have the declination 13° 34’: but 
if the given place be in degrees and min- 
utes, suppose in 24° 10’ of Leo, the pro- 
portional part belonging to the 10’ must 
be taken from the difference, which is 
between the declination of 24° and 25° 
of Leo; the declination of 24° of Leo is 
13° 34’. But 25° gives 13° 14’ declina- 
tion: the difference between the two 
declinations is 20’, wherefore, by the 
golden rule, I say, if the integral part, 
i. e. 60’, gives 20’, what will 10’ give? 
Answer, 3’, which is to be taken from 
the declination 13° 34’, which is facing 
24° of Leo; because the declination is 
less (but if it should be increased it 
ought to be added), and there remains 
for the declination of 24° 10’ of ‘Leo, 
13° 31’. But if the given place has lati- 
tude, and is in the integral degree both 
for longitude and latitude, at one view 
you will have its declination; viz. in the 
common angle. Suppose, then, the given 
place 24° of Leo with 2° north, in the 
common angle, you will have the declina- 
tion 15° 27’. But if it be according to 
longitude in degrees and minutes, and 
for latitude in the integral degree, the 
proportional part is to be taken from the 
difference of the declination of the great- 
er and lesser degree of longitude, be- 
tween which is the given minute, under 
the column of the said latitude. 


Let the place be in 24° 10’ of Leo, 
with 2° north, under the column north, 
latitude 2° to the longitude 24° 0’, the 
declination is 15° 27’; and to the longi- 
tude 25° 0’, under the same column, the 
declination is 17° 7’; the difference of 
those declinations is 20’, from which for 
the 10’, 3’ is to be subtracted, as before. 
If the* given place be by longitude in | 
the integral degree, and latitude in de- @ 
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grees and minutes, the proportional part 
must be taken from the difference of the 
declination of the greater and lesser de- 
gree of latitude, between which is the 
given minute, and to the same longitude ; 
as if the given place be 24° of Leo, with 
‘ north latitude 2° 51’, under the latitude 
2° the declination is 15° 27’; under the 
latitude 3°, the declination is 16° 24’, 
and the difference is 57’; from which, 
for the 51’, will be found by the golden 
rule to give 48’ to be added, because the 
declination is increased by latitude. Last- 
ly, if the given place be by longitude and 
latitude in degrees and minutes, as in the 
nativity of Sebastian, King of Portugal, 
the Moon’s place, according to longitude, 
as in 24° 10’ of Leo, with 2° 51’ north, 
the proportional part must be taken 
doubly; wherefore, subtracting the 3’ 
from 15° 27’, there remains 15° 24’; 
and by adding the 48’, there remains the 
Moon’s declination 16° 12’. To take the 
proportional part, you have the logistical 
logarithms, or sexagenary table: its use 
is shown in the fourteenth Canon, though 
the golden rule may likewise serve; but 
this method of calculating is to be right- 
ly understood; for in all the tables it 
would be too tedious always to repeat it. 
In the scale which divides the northern 
declination from the southern, care should 
be taken as often as it happens to pass 
through the scale, from one part to the 
other, either in longitude or latitude, to 
have the declination conjoined, and there 
will be a very great difference; from 
which, subtracting the proportional part, 
if it be less than the declination of the 
former angle which belongs to the in- 
tegral degrees, either the longitude or 
latitude is to be taken from the declina- 
tion of that angle, and there will remain 
the declination of the same denomina- 
tion; but if, on the contrary, the propor- 
tional part taken be greater, the former 
must be taken from the latter, and the 
remaining declination changes the de- 
nomination. 

Let the Moon be in 9° 10’ of Libra, 
with latitude 4° north, I add the 6’ to 
the 18’, and the difference is 24’; from 
which, to the 10’, 4’ is due: these, as 
they are less than 6’, I subtract from the 
6’, and there remains the declination 2’ 
north. Suppose the Moon in 9° 40’ of 
Libra, from the difference for the 40’,

reason for 


16’ is due; which, as they are more than 
6’, I take 6’ from the 16’, and there 
remains the Moon’s declination 0° 10 
south; but if the Moon in this case 
should have 4° 30’ north, I add 18’ to 
the 38’, which are under 4° and 5°, and 
the difference is 56’; from which, for the 
30’, 28’ are due: from these, as they are 
more than 10’, I subtract the 10’, and 
there remains the declination 0° 18’ 
north. Again, if they are less, suppose 
5’, I should take these 5’ from 10’, and 
the declination is 0° 5’ south. The given 
declination is brought back to the degree 
in the ecliptic in this manner, however, 
if it be not greater than 23° 28’ for 
otherwise it would fall out of the ecliptic. 
Under the column of latitude 0° 0’, that 
is, of the declination of the ecliptic, let 
the given declination be sought for, and 
above the scale if northern, but below if 
southern: but if it should be found even 
to its minutes, the degrees of the signs 
in the ecliptic corresponding with it are 
those which are placed opposite on both 
sides; but if the minutes of the given 
declination are not expressed, the pro- 
portional part is to be taken, instead of 
the minutes that are wanting to be 
added or subtracted from the degree in 
the ecliptic, etc. in this manner :—Let the 
declination be south 7° 28’ under the 
scale, and in the column of latitude 0°, 
I find it opposite to 19° of Libra, or in 
11° of Pisces, therefore it answers to 
these degrees. In the nativity of Se- 
bastian, King of Portugal, the declination 
of Saturn is 7° 47’, which is not ex- 
pressed in the table; but I take the next 
less, 7° 28’, then the next greater is 7° 
51’; the difference of these is 23’: the 
declination of Saturn exceeds the less by 
19’. I then ask, if the whole difference 
of 23’ give 60’ of longitude, how many 
will 19’ give? Answer 50’, which are 
to be added to the 19° of Libra; so that 
Saturn’s declination corresponds with 
19° 50’ of Libra, or with 10° 10 of 
Pisces: the same happens if the propor- 
tional part be taken differently; for the 
next greater declination exceeds Saturn’s 
declination by 4’, for which the propor- 
tional part is 10’, which are added to 
the 10° of Pisces, or the 20° of Libra, 
from the place of the ecliptic, as before.

ANTI-SEMITISM

We may 
be reassured by the words of Jefferson, 
to wit: “errors of opinion can never be 
harmful so long as opinion is left free 
to grapple with them.” 

The venom of a rattlesnake is not 
more deadly than that which the Anti- 
Semite disseminates. The venomous ser- 
pent merely destroys the body but those 
political reptiles would destroy the soul 
of a nation. 

Witness—the following record of 
Anti-Semitism in action. 

From—The Foot of Pride by Mal- 
colm Hay—Beacon Press, Boston, Mass. 

More than a million children, in- 
cluding uncounted thousands of new- 
born infants, were killed by the Ger- 
mans; most of them could have been 
saved had the countries of the world 
been determined to save them. But 
the doors remained closed. The 
children were taken away from their 
parents and sent, crowded in the 
death trains, and alone, to the crema- 
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toria of Auschwitz and Treblinka, 
or to the mass graves of Poland and 
Western Russia.* 

What happened to the Jewish 
children who could not get certifi- 
cates? (permission to leave Ger- 
many) Here are some of the an- 
Swers to this question which were 
given at the trial of the war crimi- 
nals at Nuremberg: 

They killed them with their par- 
ents, in groups,-and alone. They 
killed them in children’s homes and 
hospitals, burying them in graves, 
throwing them into flames, stabbing 
them with bayonets, poisoning them, 
conducting experiments upon them, 
extracting their blood for the use of 
the Germany army, throwing them 
into prison and Gestapo torture 
chambers and concentration camps 
where the children died from hun- 
ger, torture, and epidemic diseases. 

.-(Trial of the Major War 
Criminals, I—50). 

Very frequently women would 
hide their children under their 
clothes, but of course when we 
found them we would-send the chil- 
dren to be exterminated. (I, 251) 

The German method of burying 
people in communal pits was a great 
wmprovement on the old system, once 
considered to be inhuman, of mak- 
ing each condemned man dig his 
own grave. The shooting of about 
two million people, whose bodies 
could not be left lying about, pre- 
sented a difficult problem owing to 
the shortage of labor. Jewish women 
and children, weakened by torture 
and by long internment in concen- 
tration camps, were physically in- 
pene of digging; and the men, 
when put on the list for “special 
treatment,” were, as a rule, reduced 
to such a condition by hard labor 
on meager rations that they could 
hardly walk. The mass grave was 
an obvious necessity: but the Ger- 
man stroke of genius was the idea 
of making their victims get into the 
grave before they were shot, thus 
saving the labor of lifting two mil- 
lion dead bodies and throwing them 
in. Many hundreds of these death 


pits were dug in Central Europe 
until the Germans began to apply 
to extermination their well-known 
scientific efficiency. 

One of the largest pits, at Kerch, 
was examined in 1942 by officials 
of the Russian army. It was dis- 
covered that this trench, one kil- 
ometer in length, four meters wide, 
and two meters deep, was filled to 
overflowing with bodies of women, 
children, old men, and boys and girls 
in their teens. Near the trench were 
frozen pools of blood. Children’s 
caps, toys, ribbons, torn off buttons, 
gloves, milk bottles, and rubber com- 
forters, small shoes, galoshes, to- 
gether with torn off hands and feet, 
and other human parts of human 
bodies, were lying nearby. Every- 
thing was spattered with blood and 
brains. 

What happened at Dulmo, in the 
Ukraine, reported by a German wit- 
ness, Hermann Graebe, is one of the 
grimmest short stories that has ever 
been told in the blood record of in- 
human history. Graebe was manager 
of a building contractor's business 
at Dulmo. On October 5, 1942, he 
went as usual to his office and there 
was told by his foreman of terrible 
doings in the neighborhood. All the 
Jews in the district, about five thous- 
and of them, were being liquidated. 
About fifteen hundred were shot 
every day, out in the open air, at a 
place nearby where three large pits 
had been dug, thirty meters long and 
three meters deep. Graebe and his 
foreman, who was intensely agitated, 
got into a car and drove off to the 
place. They saw a great mound of 
earth, twice the length of a cricket 
pitch and more than six feet high— 
a good shooting range. Near the 
mound were several trucks packed 
with people. Guards with whips 
drove the people off the trucks. The 
victims all had yellow patches sewn 
onto their garments, back and front 
—the Jeunsh badge. From behind 
the earth mound came the sound of 
rifle shots in quick succession. The 
people from the lorries, men, women 
and children of all ages, were herded 
together near the mound by an SS 





man armed with a dog whip. They 
were ordered to strip. They were 
told to put down their clothes in 


w According to The Palestine Post, April 3, 1948:

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tidy order, boots and shoes, top 
clothing and underclothing. 

Already there were great piles of 
this clothing, and a heap of eight 
hundred to a thousand pairs of boots 
and shoes. The people undressed. 
The mother undressed the little chil- 
dren, “without screaming or weep- 
ing,” reported Graebe, five years 
after. They had reached the point of 
human suffering where tears no 
longer flow and all hope has long 
been abandoned. “They stood around 
in family groups, kissed each other, 
said farewells, and waited.” They 
were waiting for a signal from the 
SS man with a whip, who was stand- 
ing by the pit. They stood there 
waiting for a quarter of an hour, 
waiting for their turn to come, while 
on the other side of the earth 
mound, now that the shots were no 
longer heard, the dead and dying 
were being packed into the pit. 
Graebe said: 

I heard no complaints, no appeal 
for mercy. | watched a family of 
about eight persons, a man and a 
woman both about fifty, with their 
grown up children, about twenty to 
twenty-four. An old woman with 
snow-white hair was holding a little 
baby in her airms, singing to it and 
tickling it. The baby was cooing with 
delight. The couple were looking at 
each other with tears in their eyes. 
The father was holding the hand of 
a boy about ten years old and speak- 
ing to him softly; the boy was fight- 
ing his tears. . . 

Then suddenly came a shout from 
the SS man at the pit. They were 
ready to deal with the next batch. 
Twenty people were counted off, in- 
cluding the family of eight. They 
were marched away behind the earth 
mound. Graebe and his foreman fol- 
lowed them. They walked around 
the mound and saw the tremendous 
grave, nearly a hundred feet long 
and nine feet deep. “People were 
closely wedged together and lying on 
top of each other so that only their 
heads were visible. Nearly all had 
blood running over their shoulders 
from their heads.” They had been 
shot, in the usual German way, in 
the back of the neck. “Some of the 
shot people were still moving. Some 
were lifting their arms and turning 





their heads to show that they were 
still alive.” 

The pit was already nearly full; 
it contained about a thousand bodies. 
The SS man who did the shooting 
was sitting on the edge of the pit, 
smoking a cigarette, with a tommy 
gun on his knee. The new batch of 
twenty people, the family of eight 
and the baby carried in the arms of 
the woman with snow-white hair, 
all completely naked, were directed 
down steps cut in the clay wall of 
the pit, and clambered over the heads 
of the dead and dying. They lay 

own among them. “Some caressed 
those who were still alive and spoke 
to them in a low voice.” Then came 
the shots from the SS man, who 
had thrown away his cigarette. 
Graebe looked into the pit “and saw 
the bodies were twitching, and some 
heads lying already motionless on 
top of the dead bodies that lay under 
them.” 

The Jews who died in this man- 
ner at Dulmo were the most fortunate 
ones. They were spared torture in 
laboratory tests carried out by Ger- 
man doctors in order to find out 
how much agony the human body 
can endure before it dies; they were 
spared the choking terror of death 
in the gas chamber where hundreds 
of people at a time, squeezed to- 
gether as tightly as the room could 
hold them, waited for the stream of 
poison to be turned on, while mem- 
bers of the German prison staff 
stood listening for ten or fifteen 
minutes until the screaming ceased, 
until all sounds had ceased, and they 
could safely open the door to the 
dead. And when the door was 
opened, the torture was not yet over. 
Four young Jews, whose turn 
would come perhaps with the next 
batch, dressed in a special sanitary 
uniform, with high rubber boots and 
long leather gauntlets, and provided 
with grappling irons, were com- 
pelled to drag out the pale dead 
bodies; and another group of young 
men was waiting to load the bodies 
into a cart and drive them to the 
crematorium; and they knew that 
their turn, too, would soon come. , 

Responsibility for these deeds 
which have dishonored humanity 
does not rest solely with Hitler and 
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the men who sat in the dock at 
Nuremburg. Another tribunal will 
judge the bystanders, some of them 
in England, who watched the mur- 
derous beginnings, and then looked 
away and in their hearts secretly 
approved. “The Jewish blood shed 
by the Nazis,” writes J. P. Sartre, 
“as upon the heads of all of us.” 


CONCLUSION: The German peo- 
ple are no better and no worse than are 
the people of any other Christian nation. 
It was their misfortune that in the bit- 
terness of defeat they allowed themselves 
to become the victims of a fanatical 
Rabble-Rouser who used an old familiar 
formula for seizing power—‘“Divide and 
Conquer.” The sad result was that—80 
million helpless people found themselves 
on a “Shanghai Express” with a Mad- 
man at the throttle. When psychopaths 
occupy the seats of the mighty, we can 
expect screaming children to be tossed 
alive into blazing furnaces. 

The next time you meet anyone who 
has obviously become infected with 
virus of Anti-Semitism or when you 
receive any Anti-Semitic literature 
from whatever source, just remember 
that the above is a record of Anti- 
Semitism carried to its logical extreme 
i.e. in action. Would you want that to 
happen here—or again —anywhere?

YUGOSLAVIA—The 7,000 Jews in 
this country are better off than those in 
any other satellite because of the Yugo- 
slav break with Russia, but religious life 
has been sharply curtailed.

“Last weekend, I spent-at Notre 
Dame University witnessing an 
event of historic significance. A num- 
of us there tried to recall a similar 
incident in human history, but we 
all failed.

Dr. M. S. Sundaram, a Hindu, first 
secretary, Embassy of India in 
Washington; Rabbi Solomon Free- 
hop, of Pittsburgh, who spoke as a 
Jew. I read a paper on the Buddhist 
position prepared by Prof. Daisetz 
T. Suzuki. 

“To these speakers, in the round- 
table discussions, must be added 
Catholics and Protestants, particu- 
larly that fascinating Presbyterian, 
Judge C. Hutcheson Jr., of Hous- 
ton, Tex. 

“Here, under the auspices of a 
Roman Catholic university, were 
gathered the representatives of the 
world’s principal religions to discuss 
their differences and their points of 
agreement. 

“The differences were many and 
often profound, and each speaker 
stood his ground for his own faith 
and tradition. For instance, Dr. 
Hakim definitely announced that 
Islam has nothing to do with the 
Trinity; that Moslems are Mono- 
theists and Unitarians; Dr. Hu 
Shih, in a defense of John Dewey, 
proclaimed himself a pragmatist and 
an atheist; and so the argument went 
around the clock.

Canon II, 
The Ascensional Difference 
In the upper part of the table of 

ascensional differences look for the Pole’s 
elevation in the latitude of the country, 
and in the first column the declination 
of the given place; which, if it be with 
the integral degrees, the ascensional dif- 
ference required is placed in the common 
angle; but if the declination be with de- 
grees and minutes, then take the pro- 
portional part, as in Canon I. As if the 
given declination be 12°, at the Pole’s 
elevation 42°, the ascensional difference 
is placed in the common angle, 11° 2’; 
but if the declination be given 12° 25”, 
the ascensional difference at declination 
13°, is 12°; wherefore the. difference be- 
tween this and the former’ is 58’, from 
which 24’ is due, i.e. to be taken in their 
room, 25’ to be added, and the ascensional 
difference becomes 11° 26'—Another 
way: If you have already by you the 
tables of oblique ascension of the given 
place, and the right ascension, subtract 
the less from the greater, and the re- 
mainder is the ascensional difference. In 
like manner, if you have already the 
semi-diurnal or nocturnal arc, subtract it 
from 90°, if it be less; if greater,’ sub- 
tract 90° therefrom, and the remainder 
is the ascensional difference.

PART XV 
Introduction to Celestial Geometry 


Ir was amusing to read the impressions 

of a prominent lady astrologer not long 
ago at a meeting of a certain astrological 
guild to which she had been invited. She 
complained that the discussions were 
solely concerned with mathematics, where- 
as all she wanted to talk about was people! 
Now, who should know better than an 
astrologer that the two cannot be divorced 
or treated as if they have nothing what- 
ever to do with one another? While it is 
true that the function of astrology is to 
reveal the latent possibilities in people, it 
is also true that applied astrology is im- 
possible without a proper understanding 
of the horoscope, and for that some sort 
of grounding in mathematics is essential. 
And as that side of the subject is so 
often glossed over in the textbooks it is 
not surprising that it should come to the 
forefront at a meeting of experts, for 
not only is its scope so wide but even to- 
day many astrological pundits profoundly 
disagree in matters relating to the mun- 
dane framework of the horoscope, both 
as regards its spatial divisions and its 
progress through time. 

If facts are best hammered home by 
constant repetition it cannot be repeated 
too often that the horoscope is a four- 
dimensional structure, three of its dimen- 
sions being measured athwart the curved 
space which forms the closed sphere sur- 
rounding the consciousness of each one 
of us, while the fourth, the time dimen- 
sion, enables events to become manifest 
within the ambit of the other three, so 
creating the mirage of tangibility in the 
tenuous essence of the space-time conti- 
nuum. As astrologers our knowledge of 
this fact. is best applied by giving due 
consideration not only to the radical posi- 


Nf 


tions of the various horoscopic factors, 
but also to their changing relationships as 
the progressions and regressions unfold 
in the stream of time, in order that we 
may form correct assessments both of the 
initial stresses working out through the 
native’s character and environment, and 
of those brought about by the formation 
of directions. To do this we must be able 
to visualize the greater and lesser circles 
ringing the face of the horoscopic sphere 
and marking-out the paths of the heaven- 
ly bodies across the cusps of the houses, 
whether the arcs they sweep are high or 
low, and one of the aims of the present 
writer has been to present this picture in 
simple terms, aided by easy calculations 
capable of application by any student 
familiar with the tables and ephemerides 
in general use. 


Paradoxically enough, there are ways 
and means of computing some of the es- 
sential features of the horoscope which 
are even easier than the easy methods 
already demonstrated, and as it is certain 
that every student worthy of the name 
will eagerly seek further enlightenment, 
the next few articles will he devoted to 
the unveiling of those mysteries. 


“Mystery” is indeed a good old English 
word with several meanings applicable 
to astrology. It can be taken as a synonym 
of our art or craft (when it should be 
spelled “mistery”); it can refer to the 
secret teachings of astrological esoter- 
icism, or it can be used simply as a de- 
scription of that which is difficult, obscure 
or incomprehensible. Our present task, 
then, is to initiate those who desire it 
into the mystery of our mistery by elimi- 
nating the mystery which is often mis- 


takenly ‘attached to quite simple problems, 
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These problems sometimes appear in the 
guise of spherical trigonometry, but that 
is a mystery which can be most easily 
debunked by logarithms, those most use- 
ful aids with which readers of these 
articles are now familiar, for provided 
one takes care to: follow the rules and 
does not allow oneself: to be frightened 
by a few rows of figures, celestial geom- 
etry becomes mere child’s play. 
An Illustration 

To illustrate the time saved by making 
use of spherical trigonometry, let us cal- 
culate the diurnal semi-arc of Mercury in 
geographic latitude 46° N. at the time of 
its conjunction with the Moon mentioned 
in earlier articles. One method was ex- 
plained in American Astrology Magazine 
for July 1949, by which it was first neces- 
sary to find from an ephemeris a degree 
on the ecliptic having the same declination 
as the planet, then to discover from tables 
of houses for the given latitude the side- 
real times on the midheaven at the ascen- 
sion and culmination of that degree, the 
difference between these two sidereal 
times being the diurnal semi-are required 
in hours, minutes and seconds, in this 
particular case 5h.05m.47s. (or 76° 27’), 
Now, while this method can be used by 
anyone familiar with the usual ephem- 
erides and tables of houses, it is exceed- 
ingly cumbersome when compared with 
the following solution by spherical trigo- 
nometry: See table below. 

Hey presto! Simple though the first 
method may be, no one can deny the 
simplicity of this procedure, a simplicity 
emphasized by the rapidity with which 
the calculation can be carried out. More- 
over, it has the advantage of being ap- 
plicable to declinations exceeding the 
obliquity of the ecliptic (23° 27’) which, 
for obvious reasons, limits the previous 
method. 

But what does it all mean? What is 
this spherical trigonometry? These log- 
arithms do not appear amongst the usual 
tables—where are they to be found? Why 
do 10 plus 9 only add up to 9? And what 
are “tan” and “cos”? 

The meaning is clear enough. We start 
off with two “knowns” (the latitude of 
the place and the declination of Mercury) 


to find a hitherto “unknown” ( Mercury’s 
diurnal semi-arc), and these calculations 
do nothing more than that. If we keep 
to the paths laid down and follow the 
rules the answer is bound to come out 
right. So long as we do that there is no 
need to worry about the what and the 
how and the why of spherical trigonom- 
etry. That can be left to those who are 
fond of dabbling in mathemafics. Let 
them delve more deeply if they will. All 
that concerns us is the solving of celestial 
triangles for astrological purposes as 
quickly as we can. 

To do so we must have the necessary 
tables — Tables of Logarithmic Sines, 
Tangents, Cosines, etc., such as are given 
in Simmonite’s Arcana of Astral Philos- 
ophy, Chamber's Seven-Figure Mathe- 
matical Tables or Norie’s Nautical Tables. 
The writer prefers the last-named for 
they are not only more extensive 
than Simmonite’s but give the logarithms 
for every half-minute of arc (or two 
seconds of sidereal time), in addition to 
which they are tabulated in hours, min- 
utes and seconds as well as in degrees 
and minutes. 

The terms “tan” and “cos” are abbre- 
viations for “tangent” and “cosine.” For 
the moment their meanings or functions 
can be ignored, for those will appear and 
will be more readily grasped when we 
come to consider examples of their ap- 
plication. In the meantime the full list of 
terms should be noted—sine and cosecant, 
tangent and cotangent, secant and cosine. 
Taken in pairs in this way the logarithms 
of each pair add up to unity, that is, if 
the log. sin. of a degree were subtracted 
from 1 the answer would be equivalent 
to the log. cosec. of the same degree, and 
vice versa. This has the advantage of 
enabling all our problems to be solved by 
simple addition only, without any sub- 
traction, for if a case occurred in which 
the log. sin. of an angle had to be de- 
ducted from another, it would only be 
necessary to add the log. cosec. instead. 
This information is merely given for con- 
venience at the present juncture, how- 
ever, and need not be memorized, for the 
examples which will follow will be suffi- 
cient to illustrate the rules.

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The terms can be paired in another 
way—sine and cosine, secant and co- 
secant, tangent and cotangent. The angles 
we shall consider will not exceed 90°, 
and the sine of a smaller angle than that 
csuch as 60°) is equivalent to the cosine 
of 90° less that angle (cos 30° in this 
case, or 90° minus 60°). Similarly with 
the others, tan 55° is the same as cot 
35°, and vice versa. This fact is obvious 
enough from the arrangement of the 
tables mentioned, for the degrees and 
their complements which make up to 90° 
are listed side by side across each page, 
and so we have nothing to worry about 
on this score. 

The logarithms in the tables range 
from 6.46373 to 13.53627. The addition of 
these two logarithms results in 20.00000, 
which should be set down as 10.00000, for 
if the number to the left of the decimal 
point comes to more than 13 when addi- 
tion is carried out, 10 must always be 
subtracted from it. This process was fol- 
lowed when computing Mercury’s diurnal 
semi-arc in the example given above, and 
the reason for it is bound up with “neg- 
ative characteristics,” a diversion we can 
leave to the mathematicians. Amusements 
of this sort need not concern us so long 
as we follow the rules. 

These logarithms are the tools we shall 
handle in resolving our problems in spher- 
ical trigonometry. They are as easy to 
manipulate as the usual Diurnal Propor- 
tional Logarithms with which every stu- 
dent is acquainted, and now that they 
have been displayed let us begin to use 
them on an easy example, such as the 
determination of the right ascension and 
declination of a degree on the ecliptic. 

Readers of these articles will need no 
reminder that right ascension is measured 
on the great circle of the equator from 
Aries 0°, one of the two points of its 


intersection with the great circle of the, 


ecliptic at an angle of 23° 27’. Now, 
although we regard Taurus 0° as 30° 
away from that point, those 30 degrees 
are measured on the ecliptic, and the dis- 
tance in right ascension is actually less, 
as may be seen from the accompanying 
Diagram IX. 
Diagram IX 

As explained in Part VI (August 
1950), declination is measured on circles 
cutting the equator at right angles. The 
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vertical line on the diagram is part of one 
of those circles, and might for con- 
venience be considered as coinciding with 
the meridian at the place of observation. 
The section of this line (or circle, seen 
end on) from the equator to the ecliptic 
is the declination of the point Taurus 0°, 
and the distance along the equator from 
Aries 0° to the line (at point A) is its 
right ascension. 

The illustration shows a right-angled 
spherical triangle, and it is important to 
remember that the formulae we shall use 
are applicable to such triangles only. 

Here again we have two “knowns,” 
one being the 30 degrees of longitude 
measured along the ecliptic and forming 
one side of the triangle, and the other 
being the angle in one corner, 23° 27’. 
From them we can find the declination in 
the following manner: 

To long sin O.E. 

Add log sin long. 30°00’ 9.69897 

Answer log sin dec. 11°29’ 9.29880 

North declination, of course, for Tau- 
rus is one of the northern signs. Now 
for the right ascension :— 

To log cos O.E. 2a 27"

In passing it is worth noting that time 
can be saved in referring to the tables of 
logarithms if the two associated problems 
are worked out side by side, instead of 
separately. 

Now, in resolving this spherical tri- 
angle we have done something more than 
merely finding the declination and right 
ascension of Taurus 0°, for the informa- 


treason. 
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tion acquired by determining the lengths 
of its three sides can be applied to both 
sides of both equinoctial points. It should 
be obvious that a similar triangle would 
be drawn for Scorpio 0° from the inter- 
section point of Libra 0°, which would 
give the same declination (although south 
to suit the sign), while the distance in 
right ascension would need to be added 
to that of Libra 0° (180° 00’), yielding 
207° 55’. On the other side of the two 
equinoctial points are Pisces 0° and Virgo 
0°, having the same declination (one 
south and the other north), their respec- 


tive right ascensions being 360° minus. 


27° 55’ (332° 05’) and 180° minus 27° 
55’ (152° 05’), as given in Part II of 
these articles (June 1949). . 

The dotted line on the diagram is 
drawn at right angles to the ecliptic and 
is therefore part of the great circle run- 
ning through Taurus 0° on which celestial 
latitude is measured. It cuts the equator at 
B, and a star at that point would have no 
declination (being on the equator), and, 
although not on the ecliptic, would still 
be in Taurus 0°, but with considerable 
south latitude. To find that latitude and 
the star’s right ascension we still make 
use of the obliquity of the ecliptic and 
the longitude, although with different for- 
mulae, for the right angle is now at the 
ecliptic and not at the equator. See table 
below. . 

It should be noted that the foregoing 
calculations all deal with points either on 
the ecliptic or on the equator. To find 
the positions of planets or stars which 
are not on either of these great circles 
different formulae must be used, as will 
be demonstrated later. 

Our triangles may be regarded in an- 
other way. The sides representing the 
ecliptic and equator could be interchanged 
if necessary without altering the corner 


angles, in which case the vertical line 
would not stand for declination, but for 
latitude. Point A would then be on the 
ecliptic, either in Aries or Libra 27° 55’, 
or in Pisces or Virgo 2°05’. Its right 
ascension would not, be 30°, (or its de- 
rivatives ) however, nor would its declina- 
tion be 11° 2%, for the vertical line pass- 
ing through the upper’curve now repre- 
senting the equator does not cut that 
curve at right angles. As we have seen, 
any point along the vertical line would 
be in Aries 27° 55‘, and a star at point C 
would have 11° 29 S. latitude. Its right 
ascension would be 30° 00’, as would be 
that of any star on the dotted line. A body 
at point B would have no latitude, its 
right ascension would be 30° 00’, its dec- 
lination 12° N.14’, and its longitude Tau- 
rus 2° 11’, 

By studying the triangles in this way 
(looking at them from all angles, so to 
speak) one is better able to visualize their 
possibilities and to appreciate the extent 
of the information that can be derived 
from them. The interchanging of the two 
sides of those in the diagram, for in- 
stance, enables the last pair of formulae 
to be used for finding the degree on the 
ecliptic corresponding to a given right 
ascension, also its declination. Note should 
be taken of this and the first pair, for 
both have their uses in astrological cal- 
culations, and students should accordingly 
record them as follows: 

1. To find the declination of a degree on 
the ecliptic: 
log sin O.E. plus log sin long. from 
nearest equinox equals log sin dec. 
2. To find the R.A. of a degree on the 
ecliptic : 
log cos O.E. plus log tan long. from 
nearest equinox equals log tan R.A. 
from same equinox.

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Moon Magic 


There is a time 


for everything under the sun 


Every day in every month, except 
January—and sometimes late in Janu- 
ary—my gardening friend, the grocer, 
has a fresh bouquet of flowers of his 
own growing in the center of his re- 
frigerated counter. One of his frequent 
customers is the florist, from down the 
street, who comes in, buys a little of this 
or that and chats a long time with the 
grocer about his flowers. He can’t un- 
derstand why they are often more per- 
fect than his own. He can regulate con- 
ditions, perfectly ; but the grocer has just 
the out-of-doors, and scant hours to 
spend in his garden, after work. 

“It’s all in knowing your moon,” the 
grocer insists. The kind of smile that 
accompanies this answer is the kind you 
give those seeking advice they couldn’t 
possibly be induced to follow. “But it’s 
a lot more complicated than planting 
what bears underground by the dark of 
the moon, and things that bear above, 
by the light of that lady,” he is fond 
of adding, as a teaser. “That’s where 
most planters-by-the-moon get fooled.” 

His bouquets range from l.ot-house 
size dahlias, carnations, fall-blooming 
iris, English and Chinese delphiniums, 
hybrid-tea roses and perennial forget- 
me-nots, to sunflowers and zinnias. 
“Each one has its own prover culture,” 
he will remark to admiring grocery cus- 
tomers, “but it’s not always simple to 
find out what that is.” He has spent 
much of his four score plus years try- 
ing to find out “the wants of a few of 
God’s children,” as he calls his flowers. 

First, he’s inherited a lot of garden- 
ing lore from Scotch-Irish ancestors. To 
these he has added what living moon- 
guided gardeners have to divulge. Nor 
does he snub government bulletins and 
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state agricultural college experiments. 
Take chrysanthemums. His specimens 
fairly outdo even prize flowers in be- 
ruffling themselves, His “dope” here is 
from a T. W. Pickett, an Australian 
chrysanthemum grower, and an authori- 
ty of world-wide repute on these flowers. 
He wrote first to Mr. Pickett telling of 
his flowers and his “moon-planting lun- 
acy” in caring for them. His response 
was all and more than he could have 
expected: “You are right to plant all 
seeds and make all cross-pollinations and 
gratings during the waxing moon. Su- 
perior results are obtained particularly 
during the forty-eight hours before it 
is full. You ask me why. It is ‘my belief 
that moonlight received by earth at this 
time is more highly polarized. Polariza- 
tion of light induces best seed-germina- 
tion, grating tissue, pollination. My ex- 
periments show this polarized light in- 
cites greater physiological activity in 
living cells, especially reproductive cells, 
than any other light. Polarization of light 
is a matter the ancients had much knowl- 
edge of, perhaps from long agricultural 
experience. Because this has come down 
to us chiefly by word of mouth, modern 
science scoffs at it as mere moon-plant- 
ing “superstition.” 

That letter made the grocer springier 
than a rubber ball. As far back as 1923 
he had followed a series of British ex- 
periments, carried on at Hartley Bo- 
tanical Laboratories in Liverpool. A long, 
elaborate series of tests gave waxing 
moonlight credit for better flowers, vege- 
tables and field crops, thus planted. 
Newspapers carried a weekly report and 
some relative sent them to him. Shortly _ 
after this he began decking his counter _ 
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and answering questions. “I sorta hesi- 
tated, before,” he said. “But now I have 
this to show scoffers—” and he pointed 
to the framed final report from Liver- 
pool. “I aim to show folks just what I 
can do—me and the moon, that is.” 

People asked for slips, for instruction, 
and trade began to pick up noticeably. 
He told them what he knew, gave them 
slips, but always with a precautionary 
humor, “At least, in my garden. Might 
be the moon likes me better than you!” 
He got so his little sermonettes on moon- 
gardening had no scoffers, just attentive 
listeners: “If everything that can be re- 
corded on instruments is accepted as fact, 
not superstition, who’s to prove things 
not so recorded are superstitions? Could 
be we're not smart enough to make the 
instruments.” 


The Dust Bowl 

When the 1930’s brought our part of 
the world a Dust Bowl, scientists were 
overly busied trying to explain it. One 
theory put forth by the then consulting 
meteorologist at Washington, Herbert J. 
Brown, came up with direct bearing on 
the moon. Although he did not say why 


the moon in these drouth years was much 
farther north of the equator than usual, 
he began his explanation of the pro- 
tracted drouth by that statement, which, 
it appears, was approved by astronomers, 
astrologers and scientists alike. Because 
of this unusual position of the moon, its 


attraction for water in the northern 
hemisphere was proportionately greater 
than usual; sufficiently greater to move 
the cold water usually found in the vi- 
cinity of the Azores and spread it west- 
ward, and with it the winds that accom-, 
panied it, also not usual to the North 
American continent. These winds, cre- 
ating high pressure areas, prevented the 
usual rainfall and drouth resulted. Final- 
ly, a Dust Bowl. To date no scientist has 
disputed this explanation. 

“Well, now that that’s out, maybe I’d 
better come out too with my theory that 
the moon controls all rainfall. At least, it 
controls moisture already in and on the 
earth. Nobody calls the moon controlling 
the tides a superstition. You can see that. 
But it seems plain to me if the moon can 
draw such a vast amount of water as 


the ocean, it wouldn’t have any trouble.

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lieve the moon works at water in and 
on the earth, in seeds and everything 
else, and pulls hardest when its light is 
most polarized. I call it plain common 
sense to plant seeds when the moon will 
see to it that they'll have plenty moisture 
to germinate properly.” 
Ancient Cities 

It was about this time that I came 
across some archeologists’ findings con- 
cerning Central America. Their ‘reports 
told of remnant sites of ancient cities 
that had had more advanced horticulture 
than ours. Ancient documents found in 
the cities told of yet more ancient things, 
of an Atlantis continent, earthquaked 
long ago beneath the ocean—the very 
continent that had been sung about in 
ancient Greek legends. This Atlantis 
seems also to have had superior agri- 
culture, with charts for planting, all 
made out “by the moon.” So it appeared 
to me quite possible that what moderns 
call “supersitions” were once depndable 
facts by which ancient peoples guided 
their agriculture; profited by, ,perhaps, 
much longer than anything developed 
by a modern science. The grocer was 
jubilant when he had read this report. 
“That's the trouble with this word ‘mod- 
ern’. The big fools take it for granted 
they're the first ones ever to know any- 
thing! Yes, and anything they haven’t 
found out yet just isn’t true.” 

I found myself digging into the lore 
of the Middle Ages. It turned out that 
astrologers of those days made findings 
that are the source of our modern ren- 
aissance of astrology. Then as now, 
astrologers were not astronomers. Where 
the astronomer calculates positions of 
planets and stars, in relation to the sun 
and the earth, astrologers take these 
findings and go on from there. They 
proceed upon the theory that cyclic 
matters: reported of the universe by as- 
tronomers influence life on earth. They 
undertake to estimate and chart these 
influences. After centuries they are con- 
vinced that they have much more than 
just a fair idea of what many of these 
influences are. 

One of these is the effect of the moon 
upon ‘agriculture. Like the theory of the 
Middle Ages that all baser metals might 
be transmuted into gold, the astrologey’s 
ideas of moon-effect upon plant-growth 
had been pooh-poohed by scientists of

a “modern age” as hocus-pocus and 
nitwitism. But even as the chemist of 
today is coming over to the belief in metal 
transmutation, so the strictly “scientific” 
approach to agriculture is giving way, 
a trifle, befcre astrological findings. The 
scientist is beginning to see that cen- 
turies of personal-experience may be 
more reliable than laboratory-posed and 
answered questions. Learning this, I con- 
cluded that the grocer was an astrologer. 


“Oh, no,” he said. “But I don’t have 
to read that to understand that what 
some call superstition is likely to be 
founded on long, long experience that 
just didn’t happen to get into the books. 
If this astrology you talk about has made 
out the planting charts, I’d like to look 
into them. I don’t know where I got it, 
but I’ve always tried to plant when the 
moon is in the sign of Scorpio or Pisces.” 


“Probably from some old almanac,” 
I countered. 

“Don’t fool yourself, there,” he said, 
bristling. “That’s just what’s so mis- 
leading. Almanacs do know the talk but 
they’ve got their bearings wrong. It’s 
beyond me to explain it, but you ask 
one of those astrologers. 


I did. And this is what I learned: 
“The popular almanac calculates the 
moon’s position, in relation to the con- 
stellations; whereas dependable agricul- 
tural calculations are made on the basis 
of the moon and planets of our solar 
system in relation to what is called the 
zodiac, that is, the apparent path of the 
sun. Thus the constellations and the 


signs of the zodiac are not the same 


things. The confusion comes about in 
their bearing the same names. —Agricul- 
tural calculations differ year by year. 
They calculate the effect of the moon 
on the basis of its revolution about the 
earth, which is once in twenty-eight days, 
not thirty, or thirty one.” 

Agreeing with Mr. Pickett. The as- 
trologer said: “Moisture in all organic 
life tends to follow the moon’s phases, 
being greatest in full moon, and least 
in the dark of the moon. Thus all 
harvests should be gathered during de- 
creasing phases of the moon. Grain and 
hay dry quicker, fruits will not be sub- 
jéct to rot, timber will season better.” 

When I tried to tell the grocer what 
I had learned he insisted on talking 
first. He had dual reports from two 


U. S. Bureau of Plant Industry groups, ~ 
one of which had found! for the moon, 
one against. He preferred the “for” 
report and had already posted it beside” 
his Liverpool prize findings, until 
could have it framed to: Plants from seed® 
planted two days before the full moon” 
were larger, healthier and better fruit-) 
ing, than those grown from seed sown” 
two days earlier. Plants grown from seed 
sown during new moon were woodys 
those sown near full moon were not. . 

“My great - great - great - grandfather” 
knew that,” he said, grinning. “They 
used to have to remember things by 
thymes before they had books. That's 
how come I know the old Bedfordshire. 
saying, 


“If gathered in shrinking moon, 
bruised apples, they say, 

Will not afterwards wither, or mold, 
or decay.” 


Since then, I have listened to develop- 
ments, as he finds them: the University 
of California professor whose _ twice- 
blooming irises bloom in spring a day 
before full moon and in fall a day before 
new moon! The newspaper clipping from 
New Orleans: In the recent garden show, 
nine, out of ten first places went to 
twenty members from the Moon-sign 
garden club. 

The last time I talked to the grocer 
he was smugly triumphant as he showed 
me a seed catalog from a Montana house, 
Its cover bore this legend: 

“It is the firm belief of the under- 

signed that largest flowers will be had 

by planting when the moon is in Libra; 
the healthiest, when in Taurus: the 
most prolific, when in Cancer. These 
three plantings, if crossed, result in 

a most vigorous strain, with large blos- 

soms, splendid roots and disease-resist- 

ant foliage.” 

“See that?” he asked. “I’m going to 
try that out. Don’t know the first thing 
about this crossing business. But I aim 
to learn.” 

That was in 1940, After I moved 
from the neighborhood I didn’t see the 
grocer again until ten years later. When 
I went to shop with a friend, my eyes 
bulged out at the inctedible flowers now 
on his counter. I congratulated him/ “Oh, 
yes,” he said humbly. “Better than B 
used to do. But, seems like, there’s no 
end to it.”

sectarian groups. The reactions sti 
up last November, when President Tn 
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man appointed an ambassador to the 
Vatican, will very likely flair up again 
even more bitterly. The matter simmered 
down at the time because General Mark 
Clark, President Truman’s appointee, was 
not to be available for the post until 
around the first of March. The effects 
of the changing times on constitutional 
guarantees regarding the freedoms of 
the press and of speech, the weakness, 
or effectiveness, of our foreign policies— 
these are matters which will come into 
critical focus under these aspects. The 
extent to which our foreign policy—or 
lack of it—is effected by foreign corres- 
pondents serving the American press 
and syndicates is revealed in a splendid 
article by Russell F. Anderson, himself 
a former foreign correspondent for 
IN.S. during World War II, under 
the title: “News from Nowhere—Our 
Disappearing Foreign Correspondents.” 
It appeared in the November 17, 1951 
issue of the Saturday Review of Lit- 
erature, and I recommend that you go 
to your library and read it. Quoting from 
Mr. Anderson’s article: “The role the 
American press plays in shaping U. S. 
foreign policy is not generally appre- 
cited. The hearings in Washington over 
the ouster of General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur clearly demonstrated that the 
foreign intelligence setup of the State 
Department and of the Army is in- 
adequate. The bald fact is that our Gov- 
ernment draws heavily from _ press 
reports in formulating policy. That the 
State Department, often as not, has no 
source of inforniation other than the 
press, is shown time and time again by 
desperate policy improvisations which 
follow when correspondents report some 
new development abroad. With the real- 
ization of just how important our fro- 
eign press coverage is in formulating 
oficial. Government opinion, one can 
readily appreciate the dangers involved 
in depending on the haphazard and sket- 
chy overseas news staffs that currently 
prevail.” 

That quote now (this is written No- 
vember 30, 1951) epitomizes somewhat 
the externalizations to become ever more 
evident from the 3rd and 7th house 
aspects in the February lunation figure. 
The “cease fire” that swept over the 
Eighth Army front several days ago 
isan example of what Mr. Anderscn had 

mind when he wrote the last sen- 
| quoted above. (Italics mine). 


With Mars in its own sign, Scorpio, 
in the 4th house, this month: big insur- 
ance companies and the extensive hous- 
ing developments they have constructed 
as sound investments for their vast ac- 
cumulations of insurance premiums ap- 
pear to be subject to some sort of 
legislative scrutiny under this Aquarius 
lunation. These large-scale projects will 
likely undergo some sort of distasteful 
investigation, pertaining, it would seem, 
to their tax returns. 

The nation may suffer from wide- 
spread inflammatory ailments, under the 
lunation square to Mars in Scorpio:

Taxes levied by Congress last fall 
really begin to pinch now with the dead- 
line approaching for the filing of income 
tax returns. The stock market—already 
previously referred to—may end up 
slower than the proverbial molasses in 
January, but whatever the status quo, 
scare selling at this time would hurt 
the national economy. Food prices ap- 
pear to soar; business, on the whole, is 
dull. The rumor mills grind their dis- 
turbing grist, adding to the already harm- 
ful propaganda in circulation. There 
could be a bombing scare at home. 

As mentioned in my opening para- 
graphs, women, according to this luna- 
tion figure, will make astonishing inroads 
into the national political scene. In fact, 
it just may be that the feminine reactions 
to the campaigning and the candidates 
could upset the national applecart. De- 
spite personalities and propaganda, the 
theme of the women: campaigners may 
be based on a demand for lower taxes 
and a less socialistic trend in govern- 
ment; a return to the old constitutional 
guarantees, and less political corruption. 
A big undertaking for the ladies! “The 
great weakness of modern education . . . 
the great weakness of modern Ameri- 
cans, is their lack of a firm stand on the 
issues of moral law!” That statement 
is from a vox-pop letter written to a 
current publication. To it might also be 
added: “The great weakness of present 
politics is also the lack of a firm stand 
on the issues of moral law.” Can women 
stem the tide in one campaign? Well, 
they can make a start! 

ome recently discovered oilfields in 
this country may be put into production, 
with exploration and research accelerated 


towards finding still other new fields. 
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The need for exhaustless quantities of 
crude ‘ores and minerals sends American 
mining engineers searching all over the 
two Americas for them. This naticn will 
no doubt spend huge sums for these 
commodities as European rearmament 
continues. Nations in South America and 
in Africa will be stimulated by these 
demands. Colonization, and reclamation 
projects, will. mushroom on those con- 
tinents, and Europe may discover—dur- 
ing 1952—that this nation may be more 
inclined to lend aid and invite imports 
from these newer sources. 

Venus in Sagittarius, in the 5th: the 
stock market may be relatively active. 
However, it is foreign rather than do- 
mestic investments and securities that 
invite the players, with Spanish and 
South American debentures, etc., ap- 
pearing to top the lists. Uranus in 
Cancer in the 12th house: the nation 
has the great responsibility of caring 
for the many wounded and disabled 
service men returned from the war 
theatre, as well as the responsibility for 
the care of war orphans, widows, and 
the aged. This planetary position again 
confirms the continuing activity of the 
secret, foreign-dominated propaganda 
machine that bores into the vitals of 
this Nation. 

The planet Pluto is in the first house 
this month, indicating that the Nation 
as a unit is disturbed over conditions 
it cannot cope with. Pluto shows the 
need for tranformation of old forms 
into new, that the pressures of the times 
may be eased. Group activities on a 
nationwide scale increase: no doubt the 
early coalescence along political lines in 
anticipation of the coming presidential 
struggle. Judging from the planetary 
positions now forming, it is our opin- 
ion that the coming campaign will be 
one of the most bitter political struggles 
in American history. Astonishing sit- 
uations may develop. A so-called “dark 
horse” in one of the parties could be 
nominated for president at the last min- 
ute. This man could inspire a wave of 
popularity that would really get the 
votes. One thing we may be very sure 
of this year, nothing—from the begin- 
ning of the campaign to its hotly con- 
tested conclusion—will be according to 
any preconceived plans. With Uranus 
and Neptune squaring each other from 
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Cancer and Libra, lack of agreement is 
manifested all through the political strue- 
ture. The parties may and possibly will 
let candidates down by withdrawing their 
support. We find the Full Moon, with 
Pluto, in the Full Moon chart of Febru. 
ary 10th, opposing the Moon of the 
U.S.A. 1776 chart: this will excite and 
unite the nation on some issue. Some 
emotional event could race across the 
national consciousness like wildfire. It 
might be an even more startling sport 
expose than any that have as yet come 
to light. Certain movie stars, govern 
ment officials, young people—living in 
“glass houses’—are under pressures 
slightly too strong for them to bear and 
therefore individuals from these groups 
could come in for some very unpleasant 
publicity. 


THE WORLD BEYOND OUR BORDERS 

Observing the tide of current events, 
it is noteworthy that of the six major 
continental divisions of the Planet Earth, 
the governmerit of only one is sufficiently 
autonomous at this time as to make no 
demands on the United States: the gov- 
ernment of our good neighbor “down un- 
der.” Australia. A comforting thought 
that, as I consider the charts of nations 
in Europe, Africa and South America 
and note our world-wide involvements, 
While the nations of the Near East con- 
stitute the international trouble spot at 
the moment, it might be well first to 
look at the chart of: 


GREAT BRITAIN 

The New Moon of the London chart 
is 6° of Aquarius, exactly conjoined to 
the Sun (5° 55’ Aquarius) of the Great 
Mutation Chart of January 26, 1842. 
Not only the United States, but all world 
powers are under the rays of the Uran- 
ian future. To fight against the long- 
range changes now being felt all over 
the world is worse than futile. It is 
suicidal, “There’s nothing permanent but 
change.” 

Saturn and Neptune in the first house, 
for London, oppose Jupiter in the 9th, 
indicating that colonial as well as relig- 
ious problems are to be met this month. 
Uranus on the midheaven, opposing Mer- 
cury in the 4th suggests the stand Prime 
Minister Churchill and his cabinet will 
very likely be forced to take. The Labor 
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Party will oppose almost every legisla- 
five measure his Conservative govern- 
ment will propose. The people, already 
under heavy government-imposed per- 
sonal restrictions, grow restless while 
politicians battle. Pluto in the 11th in- 
dicates the organization of groups against 
the changes to be made from the social- 
istic regime of the Labor Party—now 
out of power—back to more personal 
initiative. Discontent is widespread. Both 
Prime Minister Churchill and Anthony 
Eden, however, have forceful charts, 
charts that tie into the destiny pattern 
of the Great Mutation Chart of 1842; 
both are experienced campaigners, polit- 
ically astute, and intelligent men: they 
have what it takes to meet an economic 
collapse, should that eventuate. 

Mr. Churchill, if he continues in good 
health, with his deep love of England, 
his brilliant mind, his forceful oratory, 
has the’ personal power to deal with his 
people in a crisis, and take on their 
enemies, as well. His Saturn is in Aquar- 
ius. He is a natural born enemy of 
Communism. 

Mars in Scorpio in the second house 
of the lunation chart indicates that finan- 
cial matters are sharply uppermost in 
British affairs now, and not only must, 
but will be worked out. 

When Winston Churchill was returned 
to power, his progressed Venus was 
exactly conjoined with the Sun of the 
Norman Conquest chart of 1066, and the 
Sun of the chart of the Union of England 
and Scotland, indicating that he is a 
living tie between the past and the pres- 
ent. This man apparently not only served 
his nation in crisis then, but is in em- 
bodiment now to serve it again. Saturn 
falls on his natak Mars in the New Moon 
chart; he will fight even harder than 
ever for England. His choice of Anthony 
Eden as his Minister of Foreign Affairs 
is all in the national destiny pattern, 
too. It is Eden’s dharma—under the 
law of cycles—to serve his country and 
to help guide her through these parlous 
times. His ascendant is 15° of Lep, a 
degree area symbolizing military’ re- 
nown. Eden, too, was returned to power 
under rays that activated power aspects 
in his chart. 

Every political device will be resorted 
to to defeat the purposes of these two 

n. Mr. Eden’s Jupiter is in orb of 
_ Mr, Churchill’s Moon; they work. to- 


gether with understanding and harmony, 
but their aspects to the lunation figure, 
for February, are not good, The retir- 
ing regime dies hard, but both Churchill 
and Eden have the intestional fortitude 
to slug away under duress. The first 
big problem facing them is to be found 
in: 


The Near East 


At this writing, Premier of Iran, Mos- 
sadegh, has returned to Teheran after 
a fruitless visit to the United Nations 
and to President Truman. The Febru- 
ary lunation falls on the Mars-Moon 
opposition of the Iranian Oil Company’s 
chart, the subject of his great concern, 
These mamouth refineries may be re- 
opened this month, but likely under hos- 
tile circumstances. With the New Moon 
in Aquarius, Russia is openly eyeing 
the situation in Iran and could step in. 
Iran’s attitude towards both the British 
and the U. S. mediation efforts may 
undergo a change, The stars, however, 
auger little peace between the Near East 
and the Western Powers. Religiously- 
incited uprisings are likely. 

Most of the nations in this part of 
the globe have Jupiter in the 5th house, 
with Mars ruling their ascendants. War 
could break out, but it is more likely 
a propaganda-stirred underground resis- , 
tance than a shooting war. Assassina- 
tions are a possibility, 

Severaearthquakes may occur through- 
aut the Near East, continuing during 
the first eight months of 1952; fixed 
sign Scorpio, tenanted by Mars, squar- 
ing malefics 

It should be noted that Mr. Churchill’s 
natal Moon (1° 30’ of Virgo) makes an 
exact conjunction to the Teheran mid- 
heaven point. He just may succeed in 
quelling the disturbances that now so 
ominously threaten the old Holyland. 


EGYPT 


While the Egyptian government is not 
entirely dominated by young King Far- 
ouk, it might be well to take a look at 
his chart before analyzing the lunation 
chart for Egypt. Farouk has a bad fixed- 
cross aspect which is in conflict with 
Anthony Eden’s natal chart; but Prime 
Minister Churchill’s progressed Sun con- 
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* joins Farouk’s natal Mercury. Churchill | 


and Farouk could meet and settle the 
present’ disturbances — should they so 
desire — before matters here gain too 
much momentum. The King’s progressed 
planets augur a bad time for him, and 
he would be well-advised to parley, 
rather than to threaten warfare with the 
British. His progressed Mars, square 
progressed Neptune, could be read as a 
force that could start a religious war. 
He needs to be especially careful that 
his secret enemies don’t find the chink 
: his armor and attempt to assassinate 

im. 

The. Suez Canal was opened in No- 
vember 1869, when the Sun was in 
Scorpio. Mars in Scorpio, for the Cairo 
February lunation, excites the 1869 Sun, 
proving—to those of us who believe in 
the power-rays of the planets—that con- 
sideration must be taken of the natal 
aspects for answers to present and fu- 
ture events. 

The lunation’s Mars is exactly con- 
junct King Farouk’s Mars. There may 
have been gunfire somewhere in the 
Egyptian canal zone previous to Febru- 
ary. (This is written November 30, 
1951). However, it appears likely that 
Farouk will be willing to discuss terms 
—if blood has been shed—for he surely 
realizes that he cannot wage a winning 
war against Britain, especially when it 
might stir all the Moslem countries to a 
religious uprising. 

During the coming spring and sum- 
mer, Mars in Scorpio will touch off 
Farouk’s Mars and Moon in¢ Scorpio, 
Churchill’s Mercury, and Eden’s Saturn 
opposition to Uranus. We should say— 
according to the rotation of cycles—that 
these ancient contenders are met again 
in a power-conflict, and the result, affect- 
ing so large a portion of present man- 
kind, wil give us one of the great 
diplomatic battles of this. Century. 
Churchill’s Saturn conjoins the Egyptian 
King’s Sun: evidence of this cld destiny. 

The February lunation, in the 3rd 
house for Egypt, squaring Mars of the 
Mutation of 1842: the cycles :gain bring 
into action a new phase in international 
affairs, indicating a fight to open Africa 
to displaced nationals—the reversal of 
the Biblical Exodus—a return to Egypt 
(Africa) and the lands of beginnings. 


These monthly : prognostications are 
fascinating, containing so much-~ more 
than space permits including in News 
Around the World. 


RUSSIA 
"World War Ill, Russian Style, Is Here" 


In the last few weeks, as I write, 
two prominent American periodicals have 
had cover-featured articles declaring that 
World War III was not something in 
the future, but was very much with us 
right now. They were Harper's Mag- 
azine, and U.S. News and World Report. 
The first statements from the article 
referred to in the U.S. sNews sums up 
so tersely what astrologers have recog- 
nized in the cosmic star maps these many 
moons that I think it might be well to 
quote them to refresh ourselves as to 
just what has beer happening. Under 
the caption I have copied above, U.S. 
News recapitulated the progress cf this 
“war” as follows: 

“News strategy conquers 500 million 
people, rolls on. 

“World War III, Russian style. is 
being lost by U.S., won by Russia, hands 
down. 

“Conquests to date are among history’s 
greatest—600 million people in five years. 

“Fifth column, revolution, assassina- 
tion, propaganda, purges, satellite wars 
are Russia’s weapons in the world’s new 
World War. 

“Atom bombs may never be used. 

“U.S., preparing for imaginary war 
of the future that Russia will not start, 
is losing real war Russia now fights in 
her own way. 

“Poland, Rumania, Bulgaria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary, are gone. China is 
too. 

“India is wobby. So are Indo-China, 
Burma, Malaya, Indonesia. Iran totters. 
So do Egypt, Jordan, Iraq and Moricco. 

“In U.S., Britain, France, Italy, else- 
where, fifth columns are at work, trouble 
is exploited. 

“Russia, winning, knows where she’s 
headed. 

“U.S., losing, seems bewildered, punch- 
drunk, moving toward eventual inflation- 
ary crack-up. 
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“World War III may be lost by 
default.” (All italics mine). . . 

But the war that nobody. officially 
dares call a war is nearly out in the 
open according to the lunation chart for 
Moscow, which has Mars 3° of Scorpio 
on the ascendant, squaring the Sun-Moon 
in Aquarius from the 3rd house. Con- 
sidering the lack of liaison between our 
Eighth Army Headquarters in Korea 
and the Pentagon in Washington; con- 
sidering the statements and denials: that 
have flown so thick and fast from press 
and radio (11/30/51); between foreign 
correspondents, new agencies and the 
Defense Department, we have looked 
at the aspects of the U.S. lunation chart 
again, this time in terms of a psycho- 
somatic diagnosis (see chart) for a key 
to these Russian successes in present 
terms: Sun-Moon 5° 55’ Aquarius in 
the 6th (house of health) ; Saturn, retro- 
grade (form, body) 14° 58’ Libra; Nep- 
tune, retrograde (psyche, intuition) 21° 
42’ Libra. An inconclusive aspect for 
this lunation, but offering food for 
thought. Does Uncle Sam need to con- 
sult a psychiatrist ? 

Back, now to Russia. Mars on the 
ascendant, in Scorpio, squaring the luna- 
tion in Aquarius from her 3rd house; 
there in internal unrest in this huge, 
sprawling entity calling itself the 
U.S.S.R.; possibly underground mobli- 
zation and practice of religion. The minds 
and hearts of men can be denied only 
so long, then the psychic forces gather 
and burst the constricting bonds--—what- 
ever the cost. The square of Jupiter- 
Uranus-Saturn-Neptune—Sth, 9th and 
12th houses: continued religious perse- 
cutions. To contemplate the sufferings 
of human beings in slave labor camps 
and prisons, under these aspects, is be- 
yond the imagination of Western minds. 

Russia may also be developing her 
own atomic weapons. Pluto in the 10th; 
she no doubt will continue to take over 
more national units. This position de- 
notes more little nations come under her 
domination. She would like to make some 
sort of a deal with Britain and Sweden. 
Sweden, under this Aquarian lunation, 
appears to step up her trade with Russia, 
supplying her with minerals, metals, 
alloys. Russia seems to have plenty of 
money. She may make some secret deal 
with Spain—about air bases? Spain 
wields considerable influence amon 
North African Nations, and Russia wi 


attempt io foment trouble in this whole 
area over control of the Straits of Gibral- 
tar during January and.February. Russia 
has no love for England and will work 
secretly to undermine Churchill's Con- 
servative government, (something he 


needs to. watch) but she will not hesi- 
tate to “use” England as long as she can. 


ITALY 

Italy is ruled by Leo, with Pluto in 
that sign. Judging from the aspects, the 
Italian government is not the willing 
collaborator of the N.A.T.O. nations 
that we like to believe—especially as 
regards the Straits of Gibraltar and Suez 
Canal, and Russia is working under- 
ground here, too, to increase the dis- 
sension. 


PEIPING 

If the Korean War is still rumbling 
along when this arrives in print, the 
Communist Chinese man-power losses, 
under this lunation, will be verv heavy. 
Communist China, acording to the Re- 
public’s chart, will always be a warlike 
nation quarreling with her neighbors. 
The Sun-Moon, for February, is on the 
Republic’s Moon. It appears they will 
make some secret alliance with another 
nation this month. Representatives and 
missionaries of all foreign religious 
socities, falling into Communist Chinese 
hands, will suffer persecution. With 
Mars; Neptune and Saturn in their 9th 
house, vicious adherence to Russia’s 
ideologies and tactics will be ruthlessly 
followed. The mobilization and training 
of young Chinese continue, yet the un- 
derground, here the Hung Society, 
grows, too. Venus in the 12th, trine 
Pluto in the 7th; should Mao have 
Taurus rising, then Mars is oppos‘ng his 
ascendant from the 7th, and he is beset 
with outside interference that could de- 
feat him in his mad endeavor to destroy 
all foreign religious teachings within the 
Republic. When transiting Mars con- 
joins his own Mars-Uranus in Scorpio, 
Mao may be deserted by Stalin and Rus- 
sia,.and when that occurs, he, will be 
faced with serious dangers from within 
his government. 


JAPAN 
The return to self-government poses 
many serious problems to free Japan. 
With ‘Mars and Neptune in the 8th 
house.of the lunation figure for Tokyo 
this month, some natural catastrophe 
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may bring death to many of her people. 
Mars in the 8th is not a picture of 
national well-being. The death rate will 
be high: epidemical diseases may also be 
widespread. It also appears that there 
may be a large migration from the main- 
land to other of the islands. With Pluto 
in the 7th, the government is seriously 
at work conforming to the principles 
and provisions of the 1951 Peace Treaty 
made in San Francisco. Japan is proud 
of her restored freedom, and will rapidly 
re-enter world trade. Eventually, how- 
ever, international trade unionism will 
teach Japan to protect the labor markets 
of the world, notably those of the United 
States and Britain. World trade-union- 
ism is a part of the Uranian force now 
on the march. 


INDIA, 

The New Dehli chart for February 
has too many planets in angles to por- 
tend a good month for India. She is 
faced with both religious and_ political 
uprisings, and economic problems. Fac- 
tions within the country—shown by the 
Cardinal Cross—with Saturn-Neptune on 


the midheaven—disturb her dreams of 
self-determinism. While attempts to make 
peace with Pakistan appear likely, age- 
old differences undermine the efforts with 
intrigues and hatred, Much misery and 
suffering seems the continued augury 
for India’s masses during February. 


ARGENTINA 

The lunation Mars is close to the 
Jupiter of the Independence chart of 
Argentina. This indicates a change in 
viewpoint as regards financial matters. 
With Mars transiting Saturn, Mercury 
and Uranus of Juan Peron’s natal chart, 
he may have more rebellions to quell 
than he can likely handle, and he just 
may go abroad for a visit—or even 
desert the land of his birth and con- 
uests for the comparative safety of 
urope, where he and Senore Peron, 
it is quite generally reported, have spread 
around caches of gold and gilt-edge 
securities, and bought houses. Sun-Moon 
squares Peron’s Saturn, conjunct his 
Mars—aspects that deeply upset him. 
Neptune, the planet of intrigue and 
assassination, with Saturn, is passing 
over his natal Sun-Mars in Aquarius; 
undermining his foundations, his rule 
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in Argentina, His ~— may be so 
intensely aroused that he could order the 
inspection of all mail and merchandise 
entering and leaving the country. Martial 
troubles could also complicate his life 
at this time. Evita, an ambitious woman, 
might consider the sacrifice of her mar- 
riage a small price to pay for great 
political pawer. 

Exports, especially Argentine beef, ap- 
pear to move in quantity to Britain again. 
Earthquakes may occur anywhere in 
South America—including the Argentine 
—and are a probability this month. 

\BRAZIL 

Health, labor, the armed forces— 
affairs ruled by the sixth house—are 
accented this month in the lunation chart 
erected for Rio de Janeiro, a chart 
that is fairly good, for a change. But 
it does find the emphasis on labor, with 
a square to Mars in the 3rd _ house. 
Some disaster to or in transportation 
is likely. Brazil, at this time, is par- 
ticularly anxious to expand her com- 
merce, but will not be too successful 
during the early days of the month: 
Saturn and Neptune in the 2nd. An at- 
tempt may be made via legislation to 
expand her foreign markets. This coun- 
try is popular this summer (it is, you 
know, down there!) with American and 
European tourists, and on the whole, they 
spend lavishly: Venus in the 4th. Foreign 
monies are being invested in Brazilian 
enterprises. Reciprocal trade agreements 
with the U. S. and Europe may be cul- 
minated under this lunation, with ad- 
vance of cash from the Export-Import 


Bank. 
MEXICO 

The angles of the lunation chart, for 
Mexico City, are occupied by the planets 
in Cardinal signs, indicating the great 
changes and improvements which will 
develop now to release this nation from 
the old conditions that have held her 
back for so long. There is a possibility 
of some political upset in Mexico this 
month, as well as the possibility of 
religious controversies of some sort. 
Foreign underground propaganda here, 
as well, works against the status quo. 
Bad storms, earthquakes, an airplane 
disaster, could occur. Traffic could be 
badly tied up: indicated by Mercury in 
the 7th.

Problem for a few years now and am 
wondering if there will ever be happi- 
ness for me in my personal marriage or 
at any future time. 

I was born February 3, 1916, at 12:02 
A.M., 39 N., 90 W. My husband's birth- 
date is March 7, 1905 (hour unknown). 
Our daughter's birthdate is .November 
17, 1945, at 6:18 P.M., 39 N., 90 W. 

My husband and I were married Oc- 
tober 30, 1943, after short acquaintance 
and have never been really congenial. 
Our interests are entirely different. He 
scoffs at my church work and interest in 
singing. However, I could ignore this 
and be reasonably content if he had al- 
ways been true to me. He has always 
shown other women more attention than 
he shows me. He was married and di- 
vorced before and has a grown son, who 
has a family now. 

He does very well financially but is 
rather close with his money, unless he 
himself decides to have a splurge. 

Our little girl is very fond of him and 
is a rather nervous, bright child. Because 
of her, at least partly, I have changed 
my mind about divorce at different times. 

In spite of my outside interests, I am 
unhappy without affection. I know my 
husband cannot change his entire per- 
sonality but is there any hope that he 
will change into an affectionate, faith- 
ful person before he gets old and feeble?

ANSWER: In order to make any 
really specific deduction relative to your 
husband’s chart, it would be necessary to 
know his hour of birth. The time when 
a native is apt to really change his ways 
or pattern of life is eb the progressed 
Moon passes through his eighth house, 
of change, regeneration, reconstruction, 
and death. This time is shown by the 
birth hour alone. 


Your husband’s progressed Sun has 
recently passed over his Venus in Taur- 
us, making him more susceptible than 
usual to the charms of the opposite sex. 
His progressed Sun is now trine his 
Uranus in Capricorn, therefore it is 
probable that he may undergo a change 
for the better; at least, a change of cir- 
cumstances should result from this pro- 
gression. 


About two years ago your own pro- 
gressed Sun passed over your natal 
Venus in Pisces, which is a time of emo- 
tional fulfillment, or a pouring out of 
emotions or love upon some object. As 
the conjunction fell in your fifth house 
of love and children, it could be that it 
manifested through your devotion to 
your little daughter. But usually or more 
often it manifests through one of the 
opposite sex (sometimes through the 
husband, if married; or in a love affair, 
if single). The dual nature of the sign 
Pisces might have indicated a secret at- 
traction to someone of the opposite sex 
at that time. Inasmuch as you have

The astrological text 
books all warn the native, in whose chart 
Venus progresses to a square of Nep- 
tune, to beware of emotional fraud and 
deception in any affectionate dealing with 
the opposite sex. You must know that 
no one can deceive you if you are true 
to yourself. Mary Baker Eddy expressed 
this idea wonderfully when she wrote:

After having read in November issue 
of American Astrology the unusual situ- 
ation of the girl born Jan. 3, 1915, I 
have decided to write one similar.

ANSWER: Although you did not 
give the hour of this lady’s birth, which 
would determine her ‘probable marriage 
time, or the time when her consciousness 
would be centered most strongly upon 
marriage as her feminine objective, it is 
apparent from her chart that she, quite 
suddenly, realized the futility and fu- 
ture pointlessness of centering her affec- , 
tions upon a married man, and firmly 
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reserved to break all connections in this 
regard. 

If she were born in the late p.m., this 
lady’s Sun would be entering Aries, 
making her born on “the day of spring.” 
You may have read the little poem about 
people born at this time of the year, how 
their inclinations are to follow sudden- 
ly after the sprites in the springtime, 
which means, suddenly to follow the 
urge of the “gypsy heart.” There are 
none like them in the zodiac. Their ideals 
are very high, possibly unattainable in 
this life. Some little thing happened, 
but it hurt her, desperately. Overnight 
she decided to change. Her progressed 
Venus came to her progressed Sun. She 
desired a more stable love, someone “her 
own.” Indeed, she may find it, as her 
progressed Venus is still in the vicinity 
of her progressed Sun in Taurus. 

As for being “her friend,” I believe 
she is the type of woman who desires 
to put all her eggs in one basket, at 
least where love is concerned. And right 
now, her consciousness seems to be cen- 
tered more on the personal angles (pro- 
gressed Moon in Libra in her solar sev- 
enth, trine Pluto). I do not believe that 
friendship (with a married man) holds 
much promise for her. 

Your Sun-Moon in Capricorn con- 
joining her Mars-Uranus is entirely in 
keeping with what has happened, and 
the unexpected swiftness of her reac- 
tion and “turn -about-fgce” (Mars- 
Uranus).

We ask, why are some children so 
contrary and bad, then, at the most 
unexpected times, they are lovely and 
good. This is a difficult and tantalizing 
problem. For it is the unexpected that 
bothers the parents as they never know 
which mood the child will take so they 
cannot prevent nor prepare for it.

at noon, Bakersfield, Calif. Her mother 
was born July 14, 1909, at 6:00 A.M., 
Los Angeles. 

A friend of this mother has written: 
“Cevilla’s youngsters are a different 
proposition. She has a problem child and 
I want to tell you about her because 
from what Cevilla says I think this is a 
problem that goes beyond this life. 
Cevilla can’t handle it, and it is actually 
making her sick. 

“Linda is a child who, “when she is 
good she’s very very good, but when she 
is bad she is horrid.” And it seems she 
had “horrid” spells practically from the 
day she was born—Linda simply wouldn't 
conform.

Evidently this friend and Cevilla have 
studied the philosophy of the Eastern 
teachings and are trying to reach a solu- 
tion to this problem from a feasible and 
usable point of view. For she says she 
thinks “this is a problem that goes be- 
yond this life.” She is referring to an 
unexplainable cause for this type of 
child to come into Cevilla’s life, as she 
continues: “Cevilla can’t handle it, and 
it is actually making her sick.” Which 
is again brought out in her words: “It’s 
truly pathetic and as I said, it seems to 
me like something peculiarly karmic.” 

Karma is an Oriental term and has 
become so significant and popular that 
it is included in the Occidental system.

This horoscope is considered one of 
high vibration since it is recognized by 
its harmony. You will notice there are 
very few adverse aspects among the 
planets. Perhaps the most severe is the 
Sun and Moon in a square position. Yet, 
the Moon is exalted in Taurus and the 
Sun is dignified in Lea, which, with four 
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other planets in detriment, fall and dig- 
nity, bestow unusual Celestial strength. 
Among the Triplicities are ten planets, 
including the Nodes, Pluto and Pars 
Fortune in the Fire and Air Signs, in- 
dicating the positive form Linda’s en- 
ergy takes.

Here we find the lordly sign of Leo 
on the Ascendant, with Venus, the planet 
of affection, therein.

tical to choose good fishing deys, as 
it's cold outside. 

The best days, weather permitting, 
are Feb. 19th to 28th inclusive. 

The good days are Feb. Ist, 2nd, 
15th, 16th, 17th and 18th. 

Low average days are Feb. 3rd te 
14th inclusive. . 

The best fishing period is always 
at Last Quarter and New Moon 
phases. 











Crops that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow from seed with a root 
formation, such as beans, peas, lettuce, 
corn, sweetpeas and marigolds, should 
be planted when the Moon is new or in 
its first quarter. Crops that produce their 
yield in the soil and grow from bulb 
formation, such as beets, carrots, po- 
tatoes, turnips, tulips and gladioli, should 
be planted when the Moon is Full or in 
Last Quarter, Plant in last quarter only 
if necessary as it is not considered a 
good time to plant.
